Clause 1, he went on, was a 
tion which had to be inserted because 
it was the pivotal point around which 
everything clse revolved. The time had 
come when the Board: must make it per- 
fectly clear. that. it was the only institu- 
tion in this country authorised by the 
Jewish: community to speak and act on 
its behalf. It was in the interests of 
Angilo-Jewry that there should be only 
one recognised spokesman to speak and 
act in its name, particularly in making 
representations to H.M. Government. 

Elaborating on Clause 2, Dr. Cohen 
said it had been the practice for some 
time for representatives of those organi- 
Sations to come together and consult 
with one another when there were Jewish 
issucs on the agenda of the United 
Nations, and they expressed the hope—- 
they had tried it before—that some 
mutually agreeable machinery could be 
devised, so that those matters, which were 
dealt with on an international level, could 
receive agreed recommendations from the 
Jewish organisauions,

Regular Consultation Planned 


In connection with the third. clause. 
Dr. Cohen said that it referred to prob- 
lems not on the international level. It 
suggested a plan for regular consultation. 
so that those other organisations might 
know officially what their Foreign Affairs 
Committee was thinking and that their 
Foreign Affairs Committee might be fully 


informed of the views held by those 
other organisations. It was meant to 
create a sort of “ two-way: traffic” of 


information and ideas, and in that way 
there was a better chance of there being 
united opinion and agreement on issues 
on the non-international level. There 
were other ways, perhaps, by which that 
might be done: There was in theory the 
possibilty of a joint foreign commitice 
consisting of five bodies. Theoretically, 


it might be sound, but it was quite 
impracticable. 
Another possibility was to take up 


again and develop a plan which the Board 
had considered in 1943—to come to an 
understanding and create some form of 
machinery between itself and = cach 
of the other four organisations separately 
and independently. That was an unwieldy 
process and must lead to many delays. 
Therefore. he did not recommend it.

AS Lo the dssurance requested in the 
last sentence of that clause, they'did not 
have in mind a written guarantee.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


RITUAL AND MORALITY 


ORMALLY the haftara was 

selected because the passage 

contained a point of simi- 
larity with the sidra to which it was 
attached. The haftara of the week, 
however, seems to present a contra- 
diction to the sidra. In the latter 
are to be read the various types of 
sacrifice which were to be offered 
upon the altar and the regulations 
governing them as commanded by 
Gsod to Israel through Moses. Yet 
in the haftara occurs the startling 
declaration: “I spoke not unto 
your fathers, nor commanded them 
in the day that | brought them out 


of the land ot Egypt, concerning 
burnt oflerings sacrifices 
(Jeremiah vii, 22). 

[his ts only one of Several utter- 


ances of the Hebrew prophets which 
apparentiy speak of animal 
in disparaging terms it 
contended by non-Jewish commenta- 
tors On the Bible thal there was con- 
flict between prophet and priest upon 
the necessity of the sacrificial system 
Jewish expositors, on the other hand. 
detected no clash between the two 
but rather a mecessary co-operation -; 
and their view is generally accepted 
by modern scholars.

HAT Jeremiah was not opposed to 
the ritual of the altar is evident 


from his prophecy that when ~ Judah 
will be saved and Jerusalem dweti 
safely.” then “shall there not be cut 


off unto the priests the Levites, a 
man before Me to offer burnt-offer- 
ings and to burn meal offerings, and to 
do sacrifice continually (xxxaiu, 18) 

In the haftara he places the matter 
in its true perspective by emphasising 
that the Divine Revelation to Israel 
in the wilderness was primarily con- 
cerned with morality First there 
was the Decalogue, which proclaimed 
the fundamentals of right living , then 
came the civil laws. that 
control the life of the individual and 


the community, Only after these, 
and lastly, were the prescriptions 
relating to sacrifices communicated 


to the. people. As the context clearly 
reveals, what Jeremiah denounced was 
the practice of neglecting the first two 
and observing the third. 

[he rabbis likewise insisted that the 
act of sacrifice in itself had nerther 
eficacy nor value. They represent God 
as saying: “Dearer to Me is the 
justice and righteousness which you 
perform far above sacrifices” (j 
Berachot tl, 1).

DENTAL SCHOOL IN 
JERUSALEM 


Dr. Charles Hill's Plea 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The £15,000 campaign of the British 
Friends of the Hebrew University for 
the equipment and development of 
the recently established Dental Schoo! 
in Jerusalem was launched at a dinner 
at the Washington Hotel, Curzon 
Street, W.. on Thursday, when Dr. 
Charles Hill, M.P.. Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Food, was the 
guest of honour. 

The Dental School, which forms part 
of the Medical Faculty of the Hebrew 
University, was tnauguraicd last Novem- 
ber. The school is being supported by the 
World Federation for an Israch Dental 
School, which was initiated by Dr. 
B. Schrotter. of London. and Professor 
1. Shour, of Chicago, during the Inter- 
national Dental Congress, held in Lon- 
don in 19581. The British branch of the 
Federation. which was formed into 
the Dental Group of the British Friends 
of the Hebrew Universtiy, has now 
underiaken to collect £15,000. towards: the 
funds necessary to provide equipment 
and apparatus, both for dental traiming 
and dental treatment. 


Need for New Centre 


Making the appeal, Dr. Hill said that 
dental health lay at the heart of physical 
health. Those who believed that the 
young and vigorous State of, Israel should 
ichieve what were the essentials for a 
civilised and healthy socieiy would recog- 
nise the absolute need for a dental centre 
now being established there and would 
give to it “good and substaniial 
contributions.” 

Supporting the appeal, Mr. L. M. 
Lever. M.P., expressed the hope that 
the campaign now being started in Lon- 
don would be followed up by ihe major 
provincial centres 

Sir Keith Joseph, Chairman of the 
Executive of the British Friends, said 
ihat their aim was to step up the finan- 
cial assistance for the University .in 
Jerusalem. 

Professor N. Bentwich, O.B.E., Chair- 
man of the Friends, stated that despite 
the fact that the Hebrew University had 
lost its premises on Mount Scopus as a 
resuktt of the war the number of its 
Faculties and number of students had 
trebled during the last five years. 

Messrs. George A. Cowan, Chairman 
of the Dental Group. who presided over 
the dinner, S. |.

REBURIAL OF WAR CRIMINALS 


British Inaction Deplored 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


The reburial of 91 Nazi war 
criminals mm the hallowed ground of 
a Lower Saxony municipal cemetery 
was the subject of questions addressed 
to Mr. ANTHONY EDEN, Foreign Secre- 
tary, in the Commons on Monday. 

Mr. Eden said that the British Govern- 
ment had no responsibility for the action 
of the Lower Saxony Land Government 
in transferring these bodies to a mass 
public grave. It did not require British 
permission, and he did not propose to 
take any action in the matter. 


Mr. Eric Frercuer (Lab... Islington, 
E.) had asked what steps the oe 
Secretary was taking to prevent 
further recrudescence of Nazism, as 


recenily demonsiraied by the decision of 
the German authority to rebury the war 
criminals, and pointed oui thai the bodies 
included those of Joseph Kramer and 
Irma Grese, who were found guilty of 
crimes against humanity and. executed 
after a full and fair trial by a British 

court.

PATWA ANNUAL 
MEETING 


Encouraging Professional 
Aliya 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Professional workers’ settlement, 
not only in the larger towns of Israe! 
but in the smaller centres throughout 
the State, was an idea which should 
be spread by Patwa workers, declared 
Mr. S. Z, Shragai, head of the Jewish 
Agency Immigration Department, at 
the annual meeting of Patwa (Pro- 
fessional and Technical Workers 
Aliyah) held at the Kedassia Restau- 
rant, New Oxford Street, London. 
W.C., on Sunday. Mr. Alfred 
Hertzka, Chairman of the organisa- 
tion, presided. 

Resolutions were adopted unanimously 
expressing satisfaction that Patwa helped 
over cighty professional people to settle 
in Israel during the past year; urging 
that faciliues for the trial employment 
of young professional workers be 
increased and applicants interviewed in 
England: calling for the compilation by 
a responsible Government body tn Israc! 
of a register showing the country’s needs 
for technicians and professionals; urging 
potential immigrants to acquire a basic 
knowledge of Hebrew; and stressing the 
necessity of furthering interest in the 
Organisation among students. 

Siressing the importance of Patwa for 
the building up of Israel, Mr. Shraga: 
said that they ought to make it clear 
tO prospective emigrants that Israel did 
not consist only of Jerusalem, Tel Avy. 
and Haifa. The Jewish Agency expecied 
increased aliva by Patwa members from 
Fngland and other countries.

WOMEN ZIONISTS & 
WIZO WORK 


Criticism at Education 
Conference 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The activities and future plans of 
the Federation of Women Zionists in 
the field of education were outlined 
and discussed at the annual education 
conference of the Federation, over 
which Mrs. E. Frankel (Chairman of 
the Education Department) presided, 
at Woburn House, London, on 
Tuesday. 

From the annual! report of the F.W.Z.., 
she said, one would imagine that theirs 
was a Federation consisting of 14,000 
very well-educated and informed Zionists, 
because they would sce from that report 
what a great deal of educational material 
they had disseminated and distributed. 

She enumerated some of their educa- 
tional activities. Bul, in practice, at 
least SO per cent of their groups had no 
educational chairmen Most of their 
members did not even know what work 
Wizo were doing in Israel. This was 
a grave indictment, but it had to be 
made, because it could noi be sufficiently 
stressed that the future. of Zionism 
depended on Zionist women. 

Mrs. Frankel read a resolution which 
had been passed ai the recent meeting 
of the Actions Committee in Jerusalem, 
as a result of which, she said, a seminar 
would be held in Israel for members of 
Wizo, which was to be subsidised by the 
Jewish Agency. A_ contingent of 54 
women would be going to this seminar 
fram South Africa, and they hoped that 
a contingent would also leave from this 
country. 


Seminar for Speakers 


She their proposed educational 
programme for the coming year, and 
announced that Dr. Eva Kersteim (Secre- 
tary of the Wizo Pubhcity Departmeni mn 
Tel Aviv) would arrive in this country in 
October as an educauional emissary and 
would conduct a seminar for speakers 
and key-women in London.

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THE END OF AN UNHAPPY ERA 


Last D.P. Camp to Close 
By DAVID PELA 


The closing of Foehrenwald. the 
last Jewish displaced persons’ camp in 
Western Germany—the Germans have 
announced that the inhabitants are to 
be moved-——will bring to a close one 
of the darkest chapters in Jewish 
bistory, an era which began with the 
advent of Hitlerism. 

Although, unfortunately, there are 
today thousands of homeless refugees and 
uprooted persons still drifting across the 
face of kEurope—the overwhelming 
majority are non-Jews—the refugee prob- 
lem ts no longer a predominantly Jewish 
question, thanks to the creation of the 
State of Israel and the liberal immigra- 
tion policies of countrics such as the 
United States, Britain, Australia, and 
Cunada. 

There are, of course, still many Jewish 
“hard-core ~‘cases—sick and aged 
people-—in Europe, whose experiences in 
Belsen, Dachau, Buchenwald, and 
Auschwitz, made them unsuitable candi- 
daies for resettlement: but the vast 
majoruty of the thousands of Jews left 
homeless and destitute by the Nazis have 
now begun iife anew overseas. 


No Repatriation

Truman to alleviate the plight of the 
Jewish refugees. He ordered General 
Eisenhower, then Commander of the 
American Forces in Europe, to see that 
refugees received better treatment, and 
he asked Mr. Aitlee, then Prime Minister, 
to allow 100,000 Jewish displaced persons 
to enter Palestine. 


Quite naturally, the overwhelming 
majority of the refugees refused to 
become inicgraicd into the German 
economy, and, with the help of Jewish 
scif-administered camps were 
established. At the same time the ereat 


movement to Palestine, then under 
British control, started. Legal immigra- 
tion under the quotas established by the 
White Paper of 1939 was accompanied 
by “Aliya Beth.” the “ illegal move- 
ment across Europe of the young. the

German Responsibility 


With the creation of the State of Israel 
the solution of the Jewish D.P. problem 
was in sight. Between July, 1947. and 
December 31. 1950, over 120.000 Jewish 
displaced persons entered the Jewish 
Siate, and many refugee camps in Ger 
many were. closed.‘ Throughout this 
period refugees were also flowing across 
the Atlantic to the United States, and by 
July, 1951, esiimated that over 
77,000 posi-war Jewish refugees had been 
admitted to that country. And significant 


numbers also entered Britain Canada, 
Australia, Belgium, France. Holland, and 
Sweden. 

When the Iniernational Refugee 


Organisation discontinued Ws care and 
maintenance of displaced persons refusing 
resettlement, the refugees became the 
responsibility of the West German 
authorities. Legislation approved by the 
Bundestag gave the remaining displaced 
persons equal rights with Germans in 
most spheres. 

Before writing. fints to the Jewish D.P. 
saga, tribute must be paid to the Western 
occupation authorities for their aid to 
Jewish refugees once the barbed-wire 
fences were removed from the camps, to 
the workers of the refugee,and welfare 
agencies in Germany. and to the countrics 
which threw open their gates to the 
survivors of Hitlerism. 


GENERAL ZIONIST DISPUTE 


Israeli Leader’s Attempt at 
Mediation

Mr. George Flesch, of the Nationa! 
Executive of the General Zionists in 
Israel and a leading member of their 
group in the Knesset, arrived in Lon- 
don on Tuesday for a short stay in 
order (as he put it) to “ clear up mis- 
understandings ” within the General 
Zionist Movement here and “to reach 
a modus vivendi among all those who 
have the interests -of real and true 
General Zionism at heart.” 

in reply to my question whether he 
intended to strengthen the group recently 
formed by Messrs. F. Ashe Lincoln, Q.C., 
ind S. Landman, or mediate between 
them and the official leadership of the 


-Zionist Federation, Mr. Flesch said that 


he did not regard these two as contra- 
dictory forces but as complementary to 
each other. General Zionists in Israel, 
he stated, would like to see the group 
grow, not in order to split the General 
Zionist Movement here, but to strengthen 
it, and to bring it nearer to the con- 
ceptions of General Zionism as they 
were understood in Israel and accepted 
in most parts of the Ziontst world. 

“We do not intend to set up a 
Separate party here,” he declared. Our 
aim. 1s to capture by legitimate demo- 
cratic means the General Zionist move- 
ment.asS a whole, in the same way as we 
haves successfully done in North and 
South America and in some European 
countries already. While an attempt to 
form a separate party could be regarded 
as contrary to the declared policy of the 
World Confederation of General 
Zionists, there has never been, and there 
could not, be any embargo on _ the 
spreading of ideas nor on any attempt 
to win over the majority of the 
movement.” He added that the official 
leadership of the British Federation 
could not pretend to be a neutral party, 
aS they had continuously given their 
wholehearted support to, and identified 
themselves. with, the Progressives or 
Mapai elements against the large majority 
ot General Zionists in Israel. 


WELSH COAL FOR ISRAEL

An Israeli firm has obtained permis- 
sion from the National Coal Board to 
import into Israel about 8.000 tons of 
the’ best Welsh dry steam coal and 
foundry coal. This is the first time since 
1940 that this type of Welsh coal has 
been imporied in-any large quantities 
by the Yishuvy. 

A consignment of 2,000 tons of the 
coal is already on its way. A Norwegian 
ship, the E:ka. has been specially char- 
tered to transpori u to Israel. 

The Israel hrm concerned the 
Levant Trading and Shipping Company 
of Haifa. The Managing Director of 
the firm, Mr. H. Lubashevsky. who 
negoliaied the agreement. together with 
Messrs. Evans, Reid & Co., Ltd... ol 
Cardiff, said that payment was to be 
made in sterling. over a period of nine 
months. He told me that he was now 
negotiating with business firms for the 
import into Israel of the remaining 6,000 
tons.

An official of the National Coal Board 
told me that the Board had not been 
able to meet all the demands for Welsh 
dry steam coal, which is used mostly. by 
industry.

FRONTIER TENSION ARAB STUDENTS AT HEBREW UNIVERSITY 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


The murderous assault by armed 
Arabs on a passenger bus in the 
Negev, coming so soon after reports 
of incidents on Israel's borders, 
especially the attacks on fishermen 
on Lake Tiberias, together with a 
spate of martial speeches on Reserve 
Officers’ Day in Israel, have naturally 
tended to increase tension between 
israel and the Arab States, Informed 
opinion in London, however, takes 
the view that no radically new 
situation has arisen. 

lt is pointed out that there has been 
a gradual worsening of Arab-Isracli rela- 
tions during the past couple of months 
but they do not believe that a crisis 
is at hand. The threat of an Arab 
atiack hangs continually like a sword 
of Damocles above the Israclis’ heads. 
Recent events in the Arab States have 
not increased the immediate danger, 
though it 1s possible that belligerent atti- 
tudes have been struck by the Arabs in 
order to cover up their internal divisions. 


Israeli General's Speech 


Ai the same time, as our Jerusalem 
correspondent pointed out last weck, 
there are many Israclis who believe that 
discord among the Arabs helps Isracl's 
Cause. The speeches of Isracli leaders 
have been intended to put the population 
on their guard, while it may also have 
heen felt that a display of firmness might 
have a Salutary effect upon those Arab 
leaders who have been indulging in 
renewed sabre-rattling. Unfortundtely, 
some misunderstanding of the situation 
has been caused by an agency report 
that: Major-General Moshe Dayan, the 
Isracli Chief of Staff. had stated that 
“war with the Arab countries ts immi- 
nent." The word “imminent” is cer- 
tainly a mistranslation, and the General's 
meaning has been more accurately 
rendered in the dispatch which we pub- 
lish on page 1. 

Last week in the Knesset. and again 
in a. speech this week, Mr. Sharett has 
been at pains to couniecract 
impatience which is naturally felt by the 
Israch public. There is no doubt that a 
great strain will be placed upon the Govern- 
ment in their. effort to control public 
indignation, and Mr. Sharett will be 
entitled to look for moral support from 
the signatories of the Tripartite Agree- 
mem of 1950—Britain, France, and the 
Unined States. 


FROM THE ARAB WORLD 


Amman—The Jordan Chamber of 
Commerce, In a memorandum to the 
Permanent Office of the Arab Chambers 
of Commerce in. Beirut, has proposed 
the establishment of Arab Chambers of 
Commerce in the main European Capt- 
tals m order to strengthen the boycott 
against Israel. These Chambers of 
Commerce would act as branches of the 
Arab Boycott Committee and keep a 
close watch on Jewish commercial activi- 
tics in Europe and on firms dealing with 
Israel. 


Riyadh—About 50.000 troops of the 
Rivadh Garrison ‘and National Guard 
took part in @ military: parade held here 
and attended by King Saud. the Crown 
P; ince. and members of the Government. 
General Shishakly, the former. President 
of Syria, now. a political refugee in 
Saudi Arabia, was among. the foreign 
guests of honour watching the parade. 
King Saud, together with the Crown 
Prince and other princes, marched at the 
head of the units of the National Guard. 


Damascus— Moslems everywhere are to 
be asked for financial support to help 
the Governments of Syria, Jordan. and 
Saudi Arabia to restore the Hedjaz 
Railway between Damascus and Medina in 
Saud: Arabia.

ANTI-SHECHITA DECREE 
IN DENMARK 


Non-Jewish “ Sabotage ” AHeged

COPENHAGEN 

The Danish Government has informed 
slaughter-house managers that their 
request for a postponement of the decree 
for: the compulsory installation of stun- 
ning devices from July 1 to October | 
will in no circumstances be granted. 

Ihe decree, which has caused conster- 
nation among Danish Jewry, was due 
originally to come into force on April 1 
but was postponed to allow more time 
for the necessary electrical installations to 
be completed. 

According to the daily, BEeRLINGSKE 
AFTENAVIS, the installations in most of 
the slaughter-houses have. not only not 
heen completed but have not even been 
begun, and the paper asserts that this 
s due -to “deliberate delay ‘by the 
slaughter-house managers.” 

The President of the Union for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals has 
declared that the attitude of the slaughter- 
house managers appears to be deliberate 
sabotage rhe reasons for their attitude 
cannot be definitely ascertained, but are 
probably due to the expense involved 
and ill will among the staffs. 

lit will be recalled that, as stated in 
our last week’s issue, Rabbi Brodie has 
offered the Danish Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Marcus Melchior, every assistance on 
behalf of British Jewry, including the 
provision of a-casting-pen by the London 
Board of Shechita.]

GENERAL ZIONIST 
CONTROVERSY 


Dr. Schwartzbart’s Views 


From our Own Correspondent 


New YoOrK 

In view of the widespread interest 
in the General Zionist controversy in 
Britain, Dr. I. Schwartzbart, a mem- 
ber of the Actions Committee and first 
President of the World Union of 
General Zionists—he was elected to 
that post in 1931—has, in an inter- 
view, given me details of the growth 
of, and differences within, the party. 

General Zionism today, he said, is a 
moderate, liberal, democratic, middle-of- 
the-road movement in Israel, to which 
the General Zionists and the Progres- 
sives in the Diaspora may give unlimited 
support, but with which they cannot be 
identified in a litical sense. Outside 
Israc| General Zionism has a spiritual, 
cultural, and fund-raising rdle to. play. 
Politically, it may help Israel—when 
help is necessary—by demonstrating to 
Britain or to the United States that the 
interests of both countries are best 
served in supporting Israel. 


New Political Groups 


Dr. Schwartzbart, who said that within 
a few months he would. publish a book- 
let on the history and programme of 
General Zionism, traced the movement 
from the gee between 1897 and 1905 
when, as put it, Zionism was tanta- 
mount to General Zionism, The rise of 


Mizrachi and Poale Zion at the turn of , 


the century forced persons who did not 
jomn those groups to seek a name for 
themselves—and they called themselves 
General Zionists. Historically, this 
development had. a negative aspect— 
those who did not join Mizrachi or 
Poale Zion were “ tossed into the melt- 
ing pot that came to be called General 
Zionism.” 

There were, he added, some positive 
features to this development. While Miz- 
rachi and Poale Zion pursued. in addition 
to the Basle programme of 1897, their 
individual platforms for a religious and 
a Socialist State respectively, “ the 
General Zionisis just wanied a State— 
a liberal, democratic home for the Jewish 
people.”’ 

In the quarter of a century ending in 
1929, General Zionism went through a 
process of disintegration. said Dr. 
Schwartzbart. The two political parties, 
particularly Poale Zion, gained strength, 
and simultancously there developed the 
various off-shoots of Genera! Zionism.” 
Basing his figures on Zionist Congress 
election returns, Dr. Schwartzbart said 
that whereas in 1913 General Zionists 
numbered more than 70 per cent of 
the total world Zionist movement, that 
hgure had fallen to 30 per cent by 1930, 
at which time the Poale Zion embraced 
over 40 per cent of world Zionist 
strength. 


World Union Formed 


Faced with a situation in which 
General Zionisis were sicadily 
ground, Dr. Schwartzbart said 
the 16th Zionist Congress at Basle he 
“ checked the disintegration. the dissi- 
pation of the General Zionist movement 
1 was elected provisional organiser of 
the World Conference of General 
Zionists, and the first conference of its 
kind was organised by me in 1931.” 
From this conference there arose the 
World Union of General Zionists. of 
which Dr. Schwartzbart was elected 
President by representatives of the 
movement in 36 countries. 

From -this and three successive world 
conferences a programme of “ national 
nterest above party inicrest developed, 
Dr. Schwartzbart continued. The worker 
and middle-class settler agreed to observe 
the principle that private enterprise 
should not seck excessive profits, and 
that the workers should not seek exces- 
Sive socialisation. 

But just as that programme survived. 
so did the rift that developed then within 
the World Union between the A and B

wings of the Union. At first. Dr. 
Schwartzbart recalled, there were politi- 
cal. differences “The A group sup- 
ported Dr.  Weizmann’s policy of 


withholding any proclamation about the 
creauion of a Jewish State: the B wing 
kept pressing for a pro-State proclama- 
uon. The A group advocated a loose 
co-operation of all General Zionists with 
no party discipline; B advocated rule by 
the majority. The A section tended 
towards the Histadrut. while the other 
rroup held that General Zionist workers 
should have their own trade unions.” 

Advocating the B programme, he 
atiempied to bring the two General 
Zionist factions together, but his efforts 
were unsuccessful and there was a definite 
split between the parties in 1935. “ From 
then on,” he: continued, “* there were 
iwo General Zionist organisations—Brit 
Olamit, the group, of which I 
remained the President. and Hitachdut 
Olamit Shel Zionim Klali'im. under the 
leadership of the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom.”

PROFESSOR EINSTEIN’S 75th BIRTHDAY 
Greetings from Many Countries

‘New Yor« 

On the occasion of his 75th birth- 
day on Sunday, Professor Albert 
Einstein received messages of greetings 
from distinguished civic, scientific, 
educational, and literary figures in 
many countries. 

Messages were sent by Mr. Sharett, 
ex-President Truman, President Einaudi, 
of Italy, Mr. Lester Pearson, the 
Canadian Minister of External Affairs, 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, Bertrand Russell, 
Thomas Mann, Pandit Nehru, and Pro- 
fessor Sir John D. Cockcroft, the Director 
of the Harwell Atomic Energy Establish- 
ment, who termed Professor Einsitcin’s 
work as “one of the most important 
components in our knowledge and way 
of thinking about the physical world.” 

At a ceremony at Princcton, Dr. 
Belkin, the President of Yeshiva Univer- 
sity, presented Professor Einstcin with a 
testimonial volume from 60 persons, 
including 15 winners of the Nobel Prize. 
The contributors praised Professor Ein- 
stein as “one of the greatest scientilic 
geniuses of all time.” 

Professor Einstein had earlier made it 
clear that he had no intention of attend- 
ing a conference arranged in his honour 
by the Emergency Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee, some supporters of which are 
said to be connected with cxireme Left- 
wing groups. 

Civil Liberties 


Meanwhile, the Committee has made 
public a statement announcing that Pro- 
fessor Einstein had replied to five ques- 
tions on civil liberties and academic 
freedom that had been submitied to him 
by 200 educationists, ministers, and 
authors. Below are the questions and 
answers : 


(Q) What is the essential nature of 
academic freedom and why is it necessary 
for the pursuit of truth ? 

(A) By academic freedom I wnder- 
stand the right to search for truth and 
to publish and teach what one holds to 
be true. This right implies also a duty: 
one must not conceal any part of what 
one has recognised to be truc. It is 
evident that any restriction of academic 
freedom acts in such a way as to hamper 
the dissemination of knowledge among 
the people and thereby impedes rational 
judgment and action, 

(O) What threats to academic freedom 
do you see at this time ? 

(A) The threat to academic freedom in 
our time must be seen in the fact that, 
because of the alleged external danger 
to our country, freedom of tcaching, 
mutual exchange of opinions. and free- 
dom of press and other media of com- 
munication are encroached upon or 
obstructed. This is done by creating a 
situation in which people feel their 
economic positions endangered. Consc- 
quently, more and more pcople avoid 
expressing their opinion frecly, even in 
their private social life. This ts a state 
of affairs which a democratic govern- 
ment cannot survive in the long run. 

(Q) What in your view are the particu- 
lar responsibilities of a citizen at this 
time in the defence of our (American) 
traditional freedoms as expressed in our 
Bill of Rights ? 

(A) The strength of the Constitution 
lies entircly in the determination of each 
citizen to defend it. Only if every single 
citrzen feels in duty bound to do his share 
in this defence are the constitutional 


rights secure. Thus, a duty is imposed 
on everyone which no one must evade. 
notwithstanding the risks and dangers for 
him and his family. 

(Q) What in your opinion are the 
special obligations of an_ intcliectua! 
in a democratic society ? 

(A) In principle, everybody is equally 
involved in defending the constitution, | 
rights. The “ intellectuals ” in the wides; 
sense of the word are, however. in 4 
special position since they have. thanks 
to their special training, a particularly 
strong influence on the formation of 
public opinion, This is the reason why 
those who are about to lead us toward 
an authoritarian government are particu- 
larly concerned with intimidating and 
muzziing that group. It is therefore in the 
present situation especially important fo: 
the intellectuals to do their duty. I we 
this duty in refusing to co-operate in any 
undertaking that violates the constiiu- 
tional rights of the individual. This hold« 
in particular for all inquisitions that 
concerned with the orivate life and 
political affiliations of the citizens. Who. 
ever co-operates in such a case becomes 
an accessory to acts of violation or inva!i- 
dation of the Constitution. 


Providing Legal Aid 


(Q) What in vour opinion is the hest 
way to help the victims ol 
inquisitions ? 

(A) It is important for the defence of

civil rights that aid be given to those who, 


in the above-mentioned inquisitions, have 
refused to testify, and to all those who 
through these inquisitions have suffered 
material loss in any way. In particular. 
it wil] be necessary to provide lceal 
counsel and to find work for them. This 
requires Moncey, the collection and use of 
which should be put into the hands of 
a small organisation, under th uper- 
vision of persons known to trust- 
worthy. This organisation should be in 
contact with all groups concerned with 
the preservation of civil rights. In this 
way it should be possible to solve this 
important problem without setting up 
another expensive fund-raising machine. 


In the past Professor Einsicin = has 
advised witnesses called to testify befo 
Congressional inquiry committees, that 
they should refuse to answer if their con- 
Stitutional rights are affected.

high moral content. Racine turned 
to the Bible for his inspiration. In 
1689 Esther was produced at Sarnt- 
Cyr. in the presence of the King and 
a distinguished gathering, and was 
acclaimed as a masterpiece. 

Court worthies who saw the play 
could not help but notice the resem- 
blance between Esthers elevation to 
the Persian throne and the equally 
remarkable rise in the fortunes ol 
Mme de Maintenon. Indeed, Court 
gossip proclaimed that the play was 
an allegory, purposely commissioned 
by that lady in order to glorify her- 
self. If Esther represented Mme de 
Maintenon, Vashti was assuredly Mme 
de Montespan, the former mistress of 
Louis XIV. Louis himself was the 
model for Ahasuerus, whom Racine 
tactfully presented as a civilised and 
fundamentally good monarch, more 
sinned against than sinning. As for 
Haman, he was said to be based on 
Louvois, a powerful Court minister 
for whom Mme de Maintenon had 
litthe liking. 


Allegorical Play 


Whether or not the play was 
intended as an allegory, there can be 
little doubt that Racine wrote it with 
his royal master in his thoughts. A 
prologue, representing Piety, sings the 
praises of the king. and many of the 
choruses in the play enumerate the 
virtues of the ideal sovereign. 

Any Hollywood producer deciding 
today to film the story of Esther 
might seize joviully on the oppor- 
tunities afforded by the Bible for the 
use Of lavish spectacle. brilliant. set- 
lings, and “colossal crowd scenes. 
Racine resisted these temptations: in 
fact, he had no choice but to do so. 
French dramatists of the period 
slavishly wmitated the style of the early 
Greek drama, and obeyed the dramatic 
unities laid down by Aristotle, which 
demanded that plays should have a 
single set and that their action should 
not exceed twenty-four hours. Racine 
was therefore compelled to begin his 
story, not with the downfall of Vashti, 
but with the publication of Haman’s 
edict against the Jews. There were 
no scenes of Oriental feasting and 
splendour: the colour and beauty of 
the play lay in its choruses—<delicate 
stanzas set to music by Moreau. the 
Court composer and organist of 
Saint-Cyr., 

Since the Vashti episode is omitted 
from the play, some means must be 
found of acquainting the audience (if 
they had not read the Bible) with the 
beginning of the story. Racine 
employs a well-worn device—Esther’s 
childhood frend who has returned. 
after many years abroad. to find her 
old playmate on the royal throne. 


The Rise to Power 


The play thus opens with Esther's 
explanation of .her rise to POWEr. 
\lmost immediately, Mordecai appears 
in her apartments in sackcloth and 
ashes ; and the wheels of the drama 
are setin motion. Haman’s denuncia- 
tion of the Jews to Ahasuerus. the 
unmasking of the assassins Bigthana 
and Teresh, the reading of the 
Chronicles at midnight and Mordecai's 
triumphant ride through Shushan al! 
take place off-stage. 

Racine’s Esther is a mode! of piety 
and learning. a true Esher Chavil. She 
surrounds herself with Jewish hand- 
maidens, roses of Sharon imprisoned 
in the splendour of the Persian court : 
and with them she mourns her people's 
exile and denounces the - heathen 
customs of Shushan and those who do 
not know God. And when Ahasuerus 
s filled with horror by the revelation 
that the brightest jewel! in his crown 
s one of the infamous race. Esther 
replies with a lengthy discourse. and 
pleads for her people with lyrical 
eloquence. 

Apart from its leading character. 
the play is notable for its choruses. 
sung by the Jewish girls who attend 
on Esther. These beautiful verses. 
filled with sorrow and hope and the 
love Of God, show Racine’s powers as 
poet as well as dramatist. Esther's 
maidens chant in the background 
while Ahasuerus and. Haman feast 
with Esther, their song pleading with 
the king to shut his ears to. evil 
counsel and to dispense justice and 
mercy. And when at last salvation 
comes, their triumphant chorus pro- 
claims the return to Zion and the 


approach of the Messianic age—for 
Racine 


identified Ahasuerus with 


Darius, the Persian monarch whose 
reign saw the rebuilding of the 
Temple. 

An extract from this final chorus, 
translated by a 17-vear-old Jewish girl. 
was published in THe Jewisn 
Curonicte of February 17. 1860. It 
is signed “ Mary Frederica C—”: 

“©O Zion, shall I see thy ramparts in 

their pride 
Thy temple and thy regal halls; 
And shall I hear on every side 
The voice of praise and song in thy 
high festivals ? 

Thy God no longer frowns. 

Rejoice. O Zion! arise from — the 
ground: 

Lay down thy mourning garb—thy 
brow with joy He crowns. 
Let bridal robes on thee be bound; 
Thy highways to Zion at length are 

free. 
QO. captive band! 
Break, break thy chain. 
From every plain, 
From mountain, desert, and from 
sea 
Return, ye fugitives from every land.

T may be a far cry from the 
crude performance of “ Haman, 
der grosser Jiidenfresser,” 
inspired by the story of Purim, to 


the polished performance of the 


Hebrew version of 
the Beloved Country” 
which | saw -in_ the 
crowded Habimah theatre in Tel 
Aviv last summer. Yet it would 
be true to claim that, just as the 
early Miracle Plays in medieval 
England gave birth to the drama 
which flowered in the skilled hands 
of Shakespeare and Beaumont and 
Fletcher, so did Jewish drapna 
receive its first nutrition from the 
central theme of Purim, and later 
from other stories of the Bible. 
It would appear Ahat the first 
dramatisations of the Purim = story 
began in Italy about 500 vears ago 
and then spread to Germany, Russia. 
and Poland. Effigies of Haman and 
his ten wicked sons, not forgetting his 
scheming wife, Zeresh, were suspended 
from the walls surrounding the outside 


of the synagogue, and children of all. 


would hurl missiles. at these 
effigies until their targets lay shattered 
at their feet. When the wicked tongue 
of calumny began to spread the false 
report that Jews were in reality revil- 
ing the Christian saviour under the 
guise of Haman, a halt was called to 
this custom, 

Other outlets for exuberance were 
quickly found. A favourite device 
was to beat loudly with hands and 
leet and other instruments of noise 
whenever the name of Haman was 
mentioned during the recital of the 
Megillah. This custom was already 
known to Rashi (1040 to 1105), who 
refers to it in the work known as 
Shibbale: Ha‘leket,” and who justi- 
fies 1t on the grounds that it kept the 
children interested in the proceedings 
of the synagogue. When subsequent 
religious authorities, who did not 
realise that Purim had become the 
symbol. of Israel's ultimate victory 
over all its enemies and hence the 
outlet of a people’s suppressed feel- 
ings of joy, became alarmed at the 
pandemonium which followed such 
manifestations of “revenge,” they 
sought to suppress this boisterousness. 

But defenders of the custom 
appeared from the most unexpected 
quarters. One of these was the 
famous R. Meir Isserles (1525 to 1572). 
better known as the Rema, who wrote 
his invaluable glosses on R. Joseph 
Karo’s Shulchan Aruch. In the sec-

tion Orah Hayyim (§690, 17). he com 
ments: “It is not right to nullify an 
custom, or even to deride it: for + 
must have originally served a worth, 
purpose.” He was referring to th: 


custom of greeting the mention o: 


Haman with derision when the 
Megillah was chanted in the 
synagogue. 


A more dignified way of giving ven: 
to one’s feelings was that devised hy 
Kalonymos b. Kalonymos (1286 to 
1328), a member of the noted Italian 
family of that name, who composed 
an ethical work, “ Eben Bochan.” a. 
well as “ Massechet Purim.” a parod: 
for the Feast of Purim. This schol. 
must have been very versatile. for he 
also translated into Hebrew a numbe: 
of Arabic mathematical and philo- 
sophical works. Kalonymos maz 
have wished, in compiling his parod, 
to wean the people of his day uw. 
trom the vices attending the gay carn 
vals and masquerades which we 
estranged from the true Jewish spirit 
But his good intentions were m 
understood by many rabbin-c autho 
ties. who could only see in his parod 
a blasphemy of the Talmudic sty

Parades of Children 
In Medinat Israe! today. 
on Purim becomes a national occa 
sion. In Tel Aviv the jov ol Purim 
reaches its apex. Weeks belore 
feverish preparations are made for the 
great day. Streets ate given the addi- 
tional. names which the Megillah so 
readily and obligingly offers. Thus 
the main. street, Rehov Allenh) 
receives the added title of Keno, 
Shushan Ha’birah, while the famous 
Mughrabi Square is nicknamed ‘to! 
the nonce Adloyada Square (from the 
famous phrase denoting the permission 
to drink until one is too contused to 
know whether to bless Mordeca: and 
curse Haman. or vice-versa |) On (ite 
eve of Purim, after the religious ce! 
monial in the synagogue, joyous 
gatherings (neshafim) of a public and 
private nature are held, in all of which 
the Jeitmotif is that Purim ts a 
reminder that Israel will always recite 
K addish over the graves of iis enemies. 
Especially hilarious are the parades 0 
children through the crowded streets, 
all brightly illuminated and 
resounding to the explosion of fire-

works. Dancing goes on in sireet and 
in hall till the early hours of the 
morning.

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PURIM 


TODAY'S observance of the Festival of 
Purim derives from the events recorded in 
the Megilla, the Scroll of Esther, the reading 
of which forms a central feature of our 
celebration. In that vividly written narra- 
tive is described the deliverance of our 
ancestors in the Persian Empire some 
twenty-four centuries ago. The figures in 
that story, however, are of far more than 
merely antiquarian interest, for they stand 
as perennial prototypes in the history of the 
eternal people Morpecat and ESTHER 
exemplify the faith and courage of the 
noble-hearted Jew and Jewess when tried by 
tribulation ; HAMAN typifies the malevolent 
and wicked antisemitism which refrains from 
no barbarity its insatiate hatred ; 
AHASUERUS represents the vacillation and 
opportunism which all too often obtain in 
high places. Yet this tale of threatened 
tragedy ends on a note of deliverance and 
jubilation. And its moral of gratitude to 
Providence is applied in our liturgy to the 
universal lesson .of Jewish history through- 
out the ages: “ Thou hast ever been Israel's 
salvation, and their hope in every genera- 
tion, to make known that all who hope in 
hee shall not be ashamed, neither shall any 
be confounded who put their trust in Thee.” 

In the Megilla are given the precise terms 
of the letters dispatched by EsTHeR and 
Morpecat which first instituted this annual 
celebration of “the days wherein the Jews 
had rest from their enemies, and the month 
that was turned unto them from sorrow to 
gladness, and from mourning into a good 
day: that they should make them days of 
feasting and gladness. and of sending 
portions one to another and gifts to the 
poor. trom Talmudic sources, it appears 
that this innovation of a new Festival among 
the Persian Jews met with great difficulty in 
winning the approval of the religious 
authorities for its general observance in the 
Land of Israel and the Diaspora at large. 
Opinion among the Elders of the. Great 
Synagogue in Jerusalem was. divided con- 
cerning the rightness of adding another 
lestival to those already ordained in the

lt is this close association of Purim with 
Our everyday lie and experience that consti- 
tutes its great popular appeal. At this joyous 
Scason we must be mindful likewise of the 
ercal Geliverance that has been wrought for 
this generahon jn Jewry that. has survived 


the Nazi holocaust and witnessed the estab- 
lishment of the State of Israel. Just as our 
ancestors in ancient Persia instituted this 
Festival of Purim, so have our brethren 
in Israel inaugurated the new Yom 
Ha-Atzmaut. Sound and happy is the 
morale of a people that can thus spon- 
taneously and joyously create new occasions 
to commemorate its deliverances. 


A COMMUNITY REBORN 


A BARE two years ago, in these columns, 
we compared French Jewry to a mosaic 
composed of magnificent fragments which 
were falling apart. The simile, apt enough 
at the time, has since been largely invali- 
dated, thanks to the potent cohesive influ- 
ence exerted upon the community by its 
central fund-raising institution, the Fonds 
Social Juif Unifié. The F.S.J.U., as reported 
by our Paris Correspondent last week, has 
launched its present fund-gathering campaign 
in celebration of the forthcoming tenth anni- 
versary of the liberation of Paris under the 
dramatic watchword, “A ‘Community is 
reborn.” 


Little more than ten years have passed 
since the German Gestapo officers and thetr 
French police agénts daily raided Jewish 
hones across the Channel, armed with 
written instructions to turn off gas and 
electricity meters before taking the Jews 
away to be gassed and burned ; to leave the 
Jews pet animals in the custody of neigh- 
bours, but in no circumstances to spare the 
children ; to make no answer to the Jews’ 
pleas, and to disregard their age and their 
state of health. Of the 300,000 Jews who 
lived in France before the war, some 130,000 
perished. After the war more than 100,000 
Jewish D.P.s settled in hospitable France. 
The American Joint Distribution Committee 
spent over £9,000,000 on relief and rehabili- 
tation. Individually, the Jews recovered their 
place in society ; orgamisationally, they pro- 
liferated in countless organisms engaged 
chiefly in fighting each other ; but there was 
no semblance of a. united community. 
Today French Jewry has found the begin- 
nings—though no more than that—of coms 
munal unity through the F.SJ.U. 


Serving as a sort of central heart, feeble 
at first, but getting ever more powerful, the 
FSJ.U. pumps the communal life-blood 
through towns and villages where Jews live, 
creating bonds of Jewishness between those 
who give and those who take, revitalising 
alike those from whom it collects and those 
to whom tt distributes money. But besides 
wielding the main financial strength, the 
FSJ.U. has become by far the most 
broadly representative assembly of French 
Jews, grouping the religious—from_ ultra- 
Orthodox to Liberal—as well as the trreli- 
gious, both the assimilationists and the 
Yiddishists, the old-style philanthropists and 
the modern social welfare workers, and 
indeed all the other heterogeneous elements 
of the community, with the solitary exception 
of the Communists, who have chosen to go 
their own way. 


Many formidable tasks, however, still lie 
ahead of the F.S.J.U. It must embrace the 
whole community by getting at the pockets 
of not merely 6,582 heads of families as it 
did. in 1953, but of at least 25.000 such 
persons or balabatim . it must augment its 
revenue to the point—a modest 400,000,000 
francs (about £400,000)——-where French 
lewry can become wholly. self-sufficient, 
dispensing with “Joint” aid: and it must 
still further intensify its educational and 
cultural work as a means of stemming the 
drift from Judaism. There is no objective 
reason why the F.S.J.L. should not succeed. 
It is actively supported by the élite of 
French Jewry. It is competently staffed. It 
iS run economically, accounts are 
Strictly audited and open to public scrutiny. 
It is at once realistic and imaginative. Its 
scheme to establish in Paris a much-needed 
vast Jewish youth club or network of smaller 
clubs will, one hopes, soon become a 
tangible achievement. And tangible achieve- 
ments are best calculated to inspire French 
Jews to become as good “ voluntary social 
taxpayers” as their brethren other 
countries 

While the F.S.J.U. goes gradually from 
Strength to strength. the French Zionist 
fund-raising body, Aide & Israel, lags behind 
lamentably, even though the desire of 
French Jews to assist the Jewish State is at 
least, equal to their will to maintain their 
own local institutions. But that is another 


and not so happy a story. 


DESERT BANDITS 


Grier, sympathy, and indignation will be 
felt throughout the Jewish world at the news 
of the murderous attack perpetrated by a 
band of armed Arabs on a passenger bus in 
the Negev on Wednesday. There is no doubt 
that the attackers were Arabs, but up to the 
time of going to press it was not known in 
London whence they had come. It is sus- 
pected that they were an organised band from 
Jordan, though it is also possible that they had 
come across the Egyptian frontier. The 
belief that this was a quasi-military operation 
is supported by the evidence that the object 
was murder and not loot, which would have 
been more normal had this been a beduin 
attack. The indignation felt by Israelis will 
be all the greater, the attack coming so swiftly 
after the assaults by Syrians on the fishermen 
of Lake Tiberias. Mr. SHarertt, the Prime 
Minister, deserves all the help that he can get 
for his appeals to the people's patience. He 
is faced with no easy task, and it is to be 
hoped that in his attempts to prevent reprisals 
he will be able to show the country that he 
has the support of the Western Powers in his 
demands for an ending of this international 
lawlessness, Now, when the Arab world 
is in ferment, it is all the more important 
that Israel should present a picture of calm 
stability. In the Suez Canal zone, too, there 
have been fresh outbreaks of terrorism. 
Britain's relations with Egypt have still to be 
clarified and the future of the Suez base to be 
determined. All these considerations lend 
added weight to the suggestions which Mr. 
E. L. MALLALIEU has been making that Britain 
should seek to establish a military base in the 
Negev, and they could also be linked with 
Lord Hore-BeLisHa’s proposal that first an 
oil pipeline and subsequently a canal should 
be driven through this area linking the Red 
Sea with the Mediterranean. 


CO-OPERATION 


It was doubtless wise for the debate at the 
Board of Deputies on Sunday last, on the 
proposals for “ co-ordinated action on behalf 
of British Jewry, * to be adyourned so that the 
proposals can be examined further before any 
decision is taken. For one thing; the interval 
of time will permit of consultations, formal 
or informal, between the officers of the Board 
and representatives of the other organisations 
concerned with what is proposed, The debate 
turned-on the words, which we italicise, in a 
paragraph which would entitle the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and the British sections 
of the Agudas Israel, the World Jewish Con- 
gress, and the World Union for Progressive 
Judaism to send representatives to the Board's 
Foreign Affairs Committee on condition that 
they gave an assurance that they would take 
no action “in conflict with the right of the 
Board alone to speak, act, and make repre- 
sentations to H.M. Government and foreign 
embassies in this country in the name of 
British Jewry, and on behalf of Jews in other 
countries.” lt may be that these last words 
were really intended to méan “or in the 
interests of Jews in other countries ” (i.e., “in 
behalf of ~ rather than “on behalf of”), a 
form of wording which might avoid the 
suggestion that the Board was assuming a 
right to speak for other communities. How- 
ever this might be, it would probably be 
better to drop this form of condition 
altogether, and to rely on a “ consultation 
before action”’ formula, whether personali- 
ties are involved or not. The Board has before 
now had occasion to discover that similar 
agreements with British sections of inter- 
national bodies, unless there is good will, 
leave the representatives of the world execu- 
tives of those bodjes free to do as they please. 
The resolutions appear to need amendment in 
another respect (apart from the odd position 
created, as we maintained last week, by the 
presentation of binding resolutions before 
other parties possibly involved had been con- 
sulted), Few, if any, will gainsay the right of 
the Board to be considered the representative 
body of the Anglo-Jewish community and a: 
such entitled to make official representations 
on the community’s behalf. But there is a 
feeling that, unless a qualifying clause is 
added, the resolutions will be taken to mean 
that other organisations are to be barred from 
making the individual approaches to official 
bodies or Government Departments that are 
the right of any citizen or group of citizens. 
However, a watertight document would be of 
the scale of a United Nations convention and 
require a similar period of gestation. Might 
it not be better to draw up an admittedly 
looser document and try to ensure that the 
process of getting together brings in its train 
the good will necessary to make it work ?

About Books 
HISTORY IN COINS 


Israel's History in Coins. By A. 
East and West Library. 10s. 64.

Reifenberg’s sad death means that this is the 
last work we shall have from his able pen. It 
is fitting, therefore, that this little book sum- 
marises his research in the field of  urmismatics 
The period of the Second Temple, particular!) 
in the last stages of the struggle for indepen- 
dence from Rome, although one of the most 
creative epochs in al! Jewish history. is the 
least known in our past. For certain informa- 
tion about the period the coins are the most 
valuable. if not the only, source. 

For instance, without the coins of the Second 
Jewish War (132-135 c.£.) we should know 
little about that war. In the matter of dating, 
the coins tell us a good deal more than can be 
deduced from literary sources. 

John Hyrcanus (135-104 B.c.e£.) was ‘the first 
Jewish ruler to issue coins ; Alexander Jannxus 
(103-76 B.c.£.) the first to style: himself king 
on his coins, and, in addition, to stamp his name 
and title in Greek : Herod 1 (37-4 B.c.E). was the 
first Jewish ruler to use only Greek writing on 
his coins, and Herod Philip Il (4 #.c.F.-34 
the first to use the effigy of the Roman 
Emperor. Agrippa I (37-44 c.f.) is the first 
Jewish ruler whose portrait appeared on 
coins——-but only those minted.at Caesarea 
Generally speaking—-with very rare exceptions 
—only such emblems were used as would not 
offend religious feeling: cornucopias, flowers. 
bunches of grapes, anchor.etc. [The menorah. the 
seven-branched candlestick (which later became 
the most characteristic symbol of Judaism. and 
is now the main part of the State-emblem of 
Israel), appeared for the first time on the coins 
of Antigonus Mattathia (40-37 B.c.F.). whose 
Hebrew name we know only from coins. Not 
even the Roman procurators appointed to 
Judea-after the deposition of Archelaus and

after the death of Agrippa I struck coins with 
emblems offensive to Judaism. The rich Roman 
coinage commemorating the defeat o1 Judea— 
coins minted by Vespasian (70-79 c.e), Titus 
(79-81). and Domitian (81-96). with the inscrip- 
tion Judaca apta or Judaea Convicta——snows 
how jmportant this victory was for Rome. | he 
“Jast coin to illustrate Jewish History.’ “ minted 
by the Roman victors in Israel” (in 136 C.£.), 
shows “the foundation of the new Roman city 
of Aelia Capitolina which was to replace 
Jerusalem.” 

Among the 51 jllustrations are the Shekels— 
Silver coins struck during the First Jewish War 
(66-70 c.£.), which were meant to be used tor 
the payment of Temple-dues—containing the 
chalice on the obverse and the pomegranates 
on the reverse; the inscriptions being S/ehe! 
Israel, with the date, and Yerushalayim ha 
Kedoshah (Jerusalem the Holy). The con- 
temporary bronze coins contain, for the first 
time, a /ulav and an etrog, baskets full of truit 
beneath a palm tree, the latter being a symbol 
of Judea. 

The author concludes his section on the 
Second Jewish War thus: “. . . the sovereign 
Jewish coinage reached its highest standard of 
workmanship at the very time when the /ast 
serious rising was brutally crushed, But the 
modest designs, showing the intensity ol 
national feeling, not only survived in the syna- 
gogue art of the first Christian centuries, but 
also jnfluenced Jewish art during the Middle 
Ages and has survived down to our days. [The 
new State of Israel has revived the ancient 
symbols by using them on its own coins and 
stamps. .. . Thus Israel has linked up the end 
of the Jewish State after nearly two thousand 
years with its fresh beginning.” 

Israel's History in Cojns™ is a worthy com- 
panion volume to “Ancient Hebrew Seals. 
written by the same author and issued by the 
same publisher in the same attractive form: 
both books should be added to all public and 
private libraries.

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ON MELLOWING ONESELF WITH 


WINE

IR JOHN SQUIRE § once 

amusingly illustrated a degree 

of inebriation by quoting the 
tippler who said: “I'm not so think 
as you drunk I am.” Many cen- 
turies earlier, Rabba, whose remarks 
are recorded in the Babylonian 
falmud (Megillah 7b), suggested 
that “it is the duty of a man to 
mellow himself with wine on Purim 
until he cannot tell the difference 
between Cursed be Haman and 
Blessed be Mordecai.” 

Purim is the one festival in the 
Jewish calendar for which the rabbis 
granted “an occasional licence, to 
borrow a phrase from English Licens- 
ine Laws, for the consumption of 
wine and spirits more or less without 
restriction Ihe special reason 
indeed. the only .reason—tor this 
unique licence was that. Purim js an 
occasion when all sorrow, of which 
there was a national surtent, had to 
be pushed aside, and merriment, all 
too -rare a national feature. must 
prevail. As the Talmud enjoins, 
‘with the advent of the month of 
Adar. one should* be exceedingly 
jovful (Taanit 29a) 


Drunkenness Rare 


Drunkenness was such a rare occur- 
rence among Jews that admonitions 
against total abstinence and ascetism 
were aS COMMON as Warnings against 


intemperance. Ihe Nazirite who 
vowed to abstain from strong drink 
is. classed as a sinner “because he 
denied himself the enjoyment of 
wine” (Taanit lla) Without 
wine.” said R. Judah, “there is no 


gladness” (Pesachim 109a). 

On the other hand, the evil effects 
of intoxication were well known and 
were embodied in Jewish folk-lore and 
popular sayings. Wine brings lamen- 
tation into the world (Yoma 76b): 
and drinking it at. midday ts* one ol 
the things which “ put a man out of 
the world” {fAbot ini, 14). Adam 
mistortunes originated from his eating 
the fruit of the forbidden tree. which 
was a Vine (Sanhedrin 70a. b). 


Legend of Noah 


Commenting on: the verses Genesis 
ix. 20 and 21. the Midrash relates this 
legend: When Noah was about to 
plant his vineyard, Satan appeared 
before him.and asked what he was 
planting “A vineyard,’ rephed 
Noah. “Its fruits are sweet whether 
lresh or dry and from them wine is 
made which gladdens the heart.” 
Satan proposed entering into a partner- 
ship with Noah in this -venture, to 
which proposition Noah agreed. 
. Satan then brought a lamb and. slew 
it under the vine ; then he brought in 
succession a lion, a pig. and a monkey. 
slaughtering each one and letting its 
blood drench the soil of the vine- 
yard. By these acts Satan indicated 
that before a man drinks wine he is 
simple and innocent as a lamb: if he 
drinks of it moderately he feels as 


strong as a lion: if he drinks more 
than enough he resembles a pig wal- 
lowing in filth: and if he drinks to 
the point of intoxication then he 
behaves like a monkey, dancing 
about, singing and talking obscenely 
and unaware of what he is doing. 

The rabbis realised that there is no 
single standard of sobriety. Intoxica- 
tion is a question of degree rahging 
from mere exhilaration down to 
unconsciousness. “ One cup of wine,” 
our Sages counselled, “1s good for a 
woman, two are unbecoming. three 
deprive her of her modesty, and four 
make her act like an immoral woman 
and cause her to lose all sense of 
shame. Of the familiar division into 
four successive stages—yjocose, belli- 
cose, lachrymose. and comatose—ait 
was only to the first of these stages 
that the Purim licence extended. 

More Talk than Practice 

Yet even with the rabbinic hechsher 
to drink up and be merry, there was 
always more talk about drinking than 
actual drinking on Purim, joy being 
sought more on. the intellectual 
than the physical plane And this 
found its fullest expression in the 
Purim parodies of the seventeenth and 


eighteenth centuries, which contain 


some of the finest examples of 
humorous writing in our literature 


Copying closely the style and language 


of the Talmud, with its intricate argu- 
ments. the Massecket Purim is a real 
gem. Here are some extracts: 

On the night of the 14th 
lof Adar] water should be searched for 
and removed from houses and from 
courtyards All places where water ts 
not usually kept need not be searched. 
GEMARA: On what biblical authority is 
this law based? On the verse. * So 
shalt thou put away the bad from the 
midst of thee’ (Deuteronomy xin, 6). 
and nothing is bad but water, fof i 
written’ The wite! 1S bad 
(Il Kings it, 19). 

“When Rabbi Shakran (Drunkard) 
went to Sleep on the night of Purim, 
he suspended a bag of wine over. his 
head. from which the wine dripped 
through a puncture imto his mouth 

* The day on which Miriam, the sisters 
of -Moses. died was Purim: for. since 
it ms sand: “and there was no water for 
the congregation” (Numbers xx... 2), it 
must have been Purim. So, too, the day 
on which . Sisecra fled to Jael’s tent 
(Judges tv, 17) was Purim. and she killed 
him because he asked for water.” 


Religious Fervour 


With these and similar intellectual 
amusements, the Orthodox Jew made 
merry on Purim. His real jov was 
that which was infused by religious 
fervour and, if he was intexicated. he 
was drunk with the words of the 


lorah A significant truth underlies 
the comment of a Chassidic. Rabbi. 
who. observed shrewd}, Purim is 


greater than Yom Kippur... On Yom 
Kippur we are commanded to starve 
our bodies, but on Purim we are per- 
mitted to imbibe more than usual. 
thereby starving our minds. The afflic- 
tion of the mind is greater than the 
affliction of the body.”

GUY HAMAN

f HAT has Guy Fawkes to 
do with Purim? Abso- 
lutely nothing, except that 

the villain of the seventeenth cen- 
tury Gunpowder Plot and the villain 
ot the Purim story have, since their 
deaths, suffered the same vicarious 
punishment by having their effigies 
burned amid rejoicing crowds of 
youngsters. 

We know that the custom of burn- 
ing the effigy of Haman was wide- 
spread in Gaonic times, more than a 
thousand years ago. Weeks before 
the Festival the young people would 
make their preparations by collecting 
suitable material for the creation of 
a Haman figure. When it was com- 
pleted it was usually suspended on 
a roof-top, where all could see the 
symbol of the Jew-hater and reflect on 
the story of the Megilla. Then on the 
day of Purim the effigy would be taken 
down and cast into a huge bonfire in 
the centre of the courtyard. | While 
Haman burned, children and young 
people would stand around, singing 


their songs and enjoying the symbolic 
destruction of their enemies 

fo this very day the custom of 
burning Haman’s efligy is popular in 
some Oriental communities. and 
a recent traveller to modern Iran 
described how on the afternoon before 
Purim the children constructed a card- 
board figure of Haman, clothed it with 
rags. and fixed it to a Wooden pole. 
which was inserted into a_ specially 
prepared hole in the synagogue court- 
yard. When the teacher gave the 
order, paraffin was poured round the 
base of the figure and set alight 
to the great joy of the children, who 
danced round the burning Haman 
singing in Arabic a childish rhyme 
which went something like this: 
“Here 1s Haman. today is Purim. 
This is Haman, and the basket is on 
his head !” Before the effigy was 
completely consumed a few of the 
more daring youngsters jumped across 
the dying flames. 

The burning of Haman’s effigy was 
not always restricted to Oriental

countries Israc!|. Abrahams, in his 

Jewish Life im. the Middle Ages,” 
quotes a hifteenth-century Italian 
source which suggests that the custom 
was common in that country In 
Frankfort it was usual to make a 
house of wax. together with figures of 
Wax representing Haman and Zeresh, 
his wife. Then. at the commencement 
of the Megilla reading. fire was 
applied to the whole group unti! the 
figures melted and finally disappeared 
from the sight of the fascimated 
spectators 


A Custom Dropped 


Generally, however, the custom of 
burning Haman’s effigy did not take 
a hold in European countries A 
possible reason may be found = in 
Christian opposition and in the fear 
of the Jews that their Christian neigh 
bours misinterpreted their revelry as 
a symbolic burning of the figure of 
Jesus.. This accusation seems to have 
been prevalent during the reigns of 
Honorius and Theodosius If (fourth 
and fifth centuries), who issued a 
decree forbidding the Jewish practice 
of burning the effigy. Subsequently. a 
form of oath was introduced for 
ewish converts to Christianity which 
included the following Strange para- 
graph: “I curse all those who 
celebrate the Festival of the so-called 
Mordecai on the first Sabbath of the 
Christian feast, and who nail Haman 
forsooth to the tree attaching to it 
the symbol of the Cross, and burn 
him along with it.” It is possible. of 
course, that the incidence of Purim 
during the Christian period of Lent 
gave an added impetus to these

Negotiations are taking place for an 
amalgamation between two congrega- 
tions in the Gorbals_ district—the 
Great Synagogue, South Portland 
Street, and the New Central Syna- 
gogue, Hospital Street. 

The scheme for a merger was initiated 
hy the United Synagogues Council of 
Glasgow. Several meetings between 
representatives of the Council and the 
two synagogues have been held. and 
plans for carrying through the project 
will shortly be submiited to the mem- 
bers of both congregations. 

Ihe Great Synagoguc, accommodating 
600 people, 8 the largest in the Gorbals 
area and was founded in 1884. It was 
the second to be established in Glasgow, 
the fest heing the Garnethill C onegrega- 
tion. The present synagogue building 
was opened in 1901. 

Ihe New Central Synagogue. opened 
in 1924, has accommodation for over 
400 worshippers. 

Iwo other congregations the 
Gorbals district are the Chevra Kadisha 
Synagogue and the Beth Jacob 
Sy nagoguc. 

Ihe Gorbals congregations have been 
finding it imcreasingly difficult to main- 
tain their activities. Their membership 
has declined over the past 20 years as 
a result, maimly, of the opening up of 
outlying residential areas. which have 
attracted many Jewish families from 
Gorbals, as well as from other areas.

HERZL AND THE ROTHSCHILDS 


Banker’s Attitude to 
Zionism 
To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHronicie 


Sin,—My friend and colleague in 
the work of the Jewish Historical 
Society of England, Mr. Albert Hyam- 
son, raises an interesting point in rela- 
tion to the evidence as to the first 
Lord Rothschild’s attitude to Zionism. 

It may be of some service to its dis- 
covery to refer to the words of the speech 
of the second Lord Rothschild, as 
reported in the issuc of THe Jewisu 
Curonicte, June 22, 1917, reporting the 


meeting of the Board of Deputics held 
the previous Sunday : 

“It is well known that so long as 
there was any question of Palestine as a 
National Home for the Jews under 
Turkish dominion, my late father was 
most strongly opposed to it. But I was 


with him during the last six months of 
his life almost continuously, and I know, 
as I have read his letters on the subiect 
and heard his statements, that when it 
was a question of a National Home for 
the Jews under one of the Allied Powers, 
he was prepared to throw himself wholc- 
heartedly into the question.” 

In construing that statement. it may be 
contended that the use of the word 
“but” introduces a senicnce contrasting 
the previous one which speaks of the first 
Lord Rothschild as having been “ most 
strongly opposed,’ and by contrast at 
the least would scem to suggest something 
to the contrary. I was present as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Deputies on that 
occasion and noted what the second Lord 
Rothschild said and can testify to the 
correctness of the report. 

So far as the Hon, Charles Rothschild 
concerned, it may be useful to refer 
to the statement of Dr, Weizmann im his 
autobiography. “ Trial and Error’ (1949 
edition, p. 205). wherein he wrote, 
“Charles [Rothschild] might have been 
as helpful to us as his elder brother 
Ithe second Lord Rothschild] .. . He 

often visited us in London and was 
eager to learn the background of 
Zionism. His wife . did much to help 
us to widen our contacts and cnable us 
to place our views before Englishmen 
of mfluence.” It may be contended on 
the strength of that statement that the 
attttude had become at least one of 
sympathetic interest, 

| would add that T am writing in my 
personal capacity, purely as one interested 
in Jewish history in general, and Anglo- 

wish history m particular, and in no 
partisan spirit, Except for a nominal 
position in the local branch of the Miz- 
rachi Organisation, | hold no office in 
the Zionist Movement.

Zionist Work of the Feadiy 


Sin—Mr. Albert M. Hyamson 
challenges me in his letter to produce 


proof of the “three statements” 
from mv article, “ Herz! and the 
Rothschilds.” (1) that the first Lord 


Rothschild “gradually became a 
Zionist himself.” (2) that the second 
lord Rothschild “read his fathers 


letters concerning Zionism and (the 
first) Lord Rothschild emphasised that 
he was now ready to pursue th.s cause 
with all his energies, since there was a 
chance of getting a Jewish National 
Home jo Palestine under British 
sovereignty,” and (3) that the two 
sons of the first Lord Rothschild 
“continued their father's work and 
helped to realise the aims of Zionism.” 

Mr. Hvamson wants especially to 
know: “ What evidence is there that the 
lion. Charles Rothschild (the second son 
of the first Lord Rothschild) had the 
slightest interest in those aims?” 

After the publication of the anti- 
Zionist Manifesto (May 24, 1917) of the 
Conjoint Foreign Committee, a mecting 
of the Board of Deputies took piacc, at 
which the second Lord Rothschild spoke 
as the “ chief opponent ol the Conjoint 
(Committee and he said, as reported in 
Tue Times (June 18, 1917), that 


“hws father. with whom he was in constant 
comtact dering the later years of his life, had 
frequently told him that in princip'e he was in 
favour of the establishment of a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine, but not so. long 
as Palestine was in Turkish hands. His father, 
however, had always told him that he would 
support the movement whenever Palestine came 
under the control of one of the Allied Powers.” 

The JewisH Worup of June 20. 1917, 
commented upon this speech as follows: 

“It was a revelation to hear an English 
Rothschild defending Zionists, but it was some- 
thing like—to use a colloquialism—an ecvye- 
opener’ for the mecting to be told that the 
late Lord Rothschild was, in principle. in 
favour of a national home for the Jews in 
Palestine, was indeed a Zionist, but that his 
nomavowal was due to the fact that he would 
lend no support to the settiement of the Jews 
under the agis of the Turkish Empire The 
meeting checred and cheered again Lord 
Rothschild’s statement, and we can imagine 
nmothunge more heartening to English Nationalists 
than this message from the dead. During his 
hfe (the first) Lord Rothschild expressed sym- 
pathy with, and never cxpressed opposition to, 
and when he came to him, was 
an ardent admirer of Dr. Herz 


Mr, Hyamson, of course, pier accept 


this, as it contradicts the statement im his 
book, “ Palestine: A Policy,” where he 
writes (p. 73) that the first Lord Roth- 
schild was “head of the anti-Zionist 
Party in Anglo-Jewry.” This is all Mr 
Hyamson has to say about the first Lord 


Rothschild, and is far from the 
historical truth. 

In his historic letter in Tue Times 
(May 28, 1917) the second Lord Roth- 


schild underlined his belief in Zionism 
and among other maticrs wrote: 


“We Zionists cannot sce how the extablich. 
ment of an autonomous Sate the 
tars and protection of ogc of the Allied Powers 
can be considered for a moment to be in any 
way subversive to the position oF lowalty of the 
very laree part of the Jewnh people who have 
themec!\es thoroughly with the 
citizenship of the countries in which they live.” 


Who can deny the most important 
successful Zionist cfforts of the second 
Lord Rothschild, to whom the Balfour 
Declaration was addressed? This was 
no comedence but the result of his 
activities and that of other Zionist 
leaders and English statesmen. 

Chaim Weizmann writes ( Trial and 
Error,” p. 205): 

“Charles «the Hon. Charies Rothschild) 
might have been ac heipful to us as hie elder 
brother, but he wae inelined to melancho by, 
and took no Part in London life. He. however. 
often visited us in London and was cages to 
learn the background of Zienkm hie wife 
Jessica, like Mrs. James de Rethuwhild did 
much to help us to widen ow confectst and 
enable us to place our \iews before 
Englishmen of influenec.”’ 


Anglo-Jewish histor ans -should under- 
line the important Zionist work of the 
London Rothschilds—a credit to Anglo- 
Jewry and Zionism.

GENERAL ZIONISTS IN BRITAIN 


The Revisionist Attitude 


fo the Editor of THe Jewrsn CHRONICLE 


Sirn,— It is all to the good that the 
question of Territorial! Union has com- 
pelled the leaders of various Zionist 
groups in this country to try and 
justify themselves before the Jewish 
public on the ground of their respec- 
tive programmes. The new General 
Ziomst group in Britain clams to be 
the champions of the middie-class in 
Israc!| ; Poale Zion-Mapai assert that 
they have achieved Socialism and 
capitalism at one and the same time 
and in the same country. 

The leaders of the Zionist Federation 
here assure us that they have somchow 
succeeded in doing all that is good and 
avoiding all that 1s bad by the simple 


device of keeping the other Zionist 
partics out of the Federation. The 
Federation spok esmen add a litile zest 


to thew menu by insinuating that their 
dissenting General Zionists are really an 
under-cover Revisionist group who have 
assumed a new guise in order to disrupt 
the Federation and General Zionism as 
a whole. But it is all too simple. 

The real issue is between Mapai and 


General Zionism on the one side, and 
Revisionism on the other. And only 
when that deep and wide conflict 1s 


resolved will Israc] emerge as a normal 
and democratic State as understood in 
the Western lands. 

Both the General Zionist wings who 
are quarrelling in Britain are in coalition 
in the one Government in Israel. It 
was the General Zionists who over a 
period of more than a quarter of a 
century co-operated im the creation of a 
Socialist economy, producing what is now 
described as the Socialist sector, 
dominating the greater part of the 
economy of the country—leaviag the 
remainder which is now described as 
“the second sector.” Thus Israc! has 
iwo separate economies, not fighting to 
exclude or abolish each other, but to 
reach an agreement for maintaining thei 
separate sectors.”

In practice, the Gencral Zionisis are

—the Socialist sector. This ts far from a 
middle-class party, for between the two 
sectors of economy the small man 1s 
being cleminated and pushed out, which 
is evidenced by the character of the 
emigration from Israel. 

The Revisionist Party (Cherut 
Hatzohar) is the only political party 
which is committed to the abolition of 
sectors as such and the evolution of a 
modern economy which depends, - and 
must remain dependent, on the free and 
democratic world for the free flow of 
Jewish and other fimance, the altraclion 
of private enterprise for introduction of 
industry. and the creation of individual 
homesteads and services on an economic 
ha sis. We do not recognise any such 
thing as a middle-class or other kind of 
Jew as defined by the Marxist ideologists, 
and consequently we do not accept the 
perpetuation of two demarcated economic 
sectors in a small State with very limited 
resources. 

As to the Zionist Federation in this 
country, it should be plain to al| that 
their claim to non-partisanship can only 
be maintained if they announce their 
intention not to take part in the nacxt 
Zionist Congress, or not to vote for or 
against any of the Zionist parties at Con- 
gress. But this undertaking ts not to be 
expected from the Ziontst Federation: 
and in the circumstances the Federation 
is Committed to some sort of policy which 
has not been publicly declared or 
explained, except in so far as it 1s demon. 
strated by its present partnership with 
Poale Zion with which nn shares the 
machinery of the Federation im_ this 
country. I make this challenge to the 
Zionist Federation: prepare a brochure 
embracing the policies of the different 
Zionist parties, circulate it through therr 
office to all the registered members of the 
Federation, thus enabling the deicgaics 
at their next conference to know what u 
is all about. and place them im a position 
of deciding for or against Territorial 
Linton. The Revisionst Party in this 
country would gladly co-operate by pre- 
senting their views publicly in this 
manner

UNITED SYNAGOGUE 
VICE-PRESIDENT 


Mr. B. Waley-Cohen’s 
Candidature 


To the Editor of THe Jewitsn CHronicie 


Sirn.—Members of the Council of 
the United Synagogue have just been 
informed that it is proposed to recom- 
mend the name of Mr. Alderman 
Bernard Waley-Cohen for election as 
an Elder. and subsequently to elect 
him as a Vice-President of the United 
Synagogue. 

At the Conjomt Conference held at 
Friends House on February 28 (reported 
in your issue of March 5) Clause 12 of 
the Constitution was altered to provide 


that the three principal Honorary 
Officers—the President and two Vice- 
Presidents—shall be elected only 


from among those who are serving on 
the Executive Committee or who have 
previously served thereon. 

Mr. H. Gaventa, at this meeting. 
moved an amendment that the words 
serving on the Exccutive Committee or 
who have previously served thercon ” 
he deleted. in order that every member 
of the Council should become eligible 
for clection to the principal offices as 
they were in the case of the treasurership. 

This was opposed by the Chairman of 
the meeting. the Hon. Ewen E. S. 
Montagu, who said that “ while previous 
experience of service on the Executive 
Committee was essential, the Constitu- 
tion in its wisdom also provided for 
(seven) members of the Council to 
become members of the Committee by 
virtue of thew having been elected 
Elders.” Mr Montagu admitted that 
while in his own case he was first elected 
a Treasurer of the United Synagogue 
without having first been a member of 
the Council, he could not have carried 
out the onerous and cxacting duties of 
Vice-President had he not first had 
experience on the Executive Commitice 
during his treasurership 

In view of this statement how can Mr. 
Montagu possibly agree in recommending 
Mr. Alderman Bernard Waley-Cohen, 
already, one presumes, fully occupied 
with civic duties in the City of London, 
to fulfil the onerous and exacting duties 
of a Vice-President of the United 
Synagogue ? 

The date on which it is proposed to 
elect Mr. Alderman Waley-Cohen as an 
Elder is March 29. This will give him 
a seat on the Executrve Commitice. and 
ihen, | suppose, at the meeting of the 
Counci] on June 14, the Alderman wil! 
be elected a Vice-President. Can anyone 
scriously suggest that m three months. 
with probably only one meeting of the 
Executive Committee, the newly elected 
Eider will have had experience on the 
Executive Committee ? Mr. Walev- 
Cohen, as a member of the Council 
very rarely attends Council meetings. To 
be an Honorary Officer of the United 
Synagogue is no sinecure: a great sacri- 
fice of one’s time and energy must be 
given to the manifold dutics devolving 
upon Honorary Officers.

Alj 
work done will be paid for by the firms 
sending it in at the proper current rites. 
All moneys so received wiil be paid to 
the workers at a flat rate, irres; ve 
of the speed at which they are abic to 
work, it being one of the fundamenty] 
ideals of the commitice that persons no 
longer able to work at proper factory 
speed shall be able to continue a useful 
and self-helpful life at a speed and under 
conditions suitable to their advancine age 
and lessening gbilrtics. 

It is hoped to undertake light work 
for the needle and similar trades. Offers 
of work from firms and factories wil) be 
gratefully received. Every effori will be 
made to ensure that the orders placed 
will be properly executed. 

As all the overhead expenses hove to 
be. found by the committee, it is urgently 
necessary that a regular income is 
assured, as well as that gifts of h 
equipment as stackable canvas-backed 
chairs, hnoleum, and electric heating con-

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STAINED GLASS IN 
SYNAGOGUES 


Ancient Records 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHronicie 


Sirn.—It will interest the Bishop of 
Swansea and Brecon, the Rt. Rev. 
Giyn Simon, who according to Mr. 
Len Goss, who wrote last week, stated 
that stained-glass windows was asso- 
ciated particularly with churches, that 
records exist of stained-glass windows 
in twelfth-century synagogues. 

In the records of the Cologne com- 
munity it stated “... 1 scola 
was destroyed by _ the 
Crusaders in 1096. When the synagoguc 
was rebuilt in the twelfth century, an 
interesting dispute arose between the 
ecclésiastical authorities, The synagogue 
happened to contained stained-glass win- 
dows decorated with pictures of lions 
and serpents. Eljakim ben Joseph con- 
sidered these windows with represenia- 
tion of animals as being against the law. 
as they might lead to idolatry But 
Ephraim ben Isalt, of Regensburg, stated 
in a. letter to Rabbi Jocl “that these 
cymbols were permitted’ (The lion as 
a symbol of Judah and the {brass] 
serpent as an instrument of healing used 
by the ancient Isracliics.) 

According to Ceci] Roth: “In the 
early centuries of the Christian era and 
long after, the Jews were recognised as 
the most skilled workers in glass: indeed 
n the Dark Ages. Greek artisans in 
Trance boasted that they had mastered 
the Jewish methods of work ” (* Jewish 
Contributions to Civilisation,” London, 
1940, p. 254).

Derivation of The Art 


Sir.—The Bishop of Swansea and 
Brecon is quoted in Mr. Len Goss's 
letter as saying that “the making of 
stained-glass windows is an art which 
belongs historically wholly to the 
Christian religion.” There can be no 
doubt that the Bishop its quite right 
and that the local church clergyman 
who doubted the Bishops accuracy 
was mustaken. 

It seems certain that the use of stained 
glass for windows was the next step after 
is Use in mosaics. It is, of course, very 
well known that the use of glass for 
mosaics, although it did not originate in 
the Byzantine Empire, certainly attained 
iis highest development there. 

As early as the sixth century the Church 
of Santa (Hagia) Sophia and the Byzan- 
tne Church of St. Vitale at Ravenna 
were decorated with glass mosaics which 


told the stories revered by Christians 
and perhaps also with stained-glass win- 
dows. The Emperor Justinian and his 
religion-intoxicated wife, Theodora. had 
such high regard for the makers of these 
glass mosaics (and glass windows) that 
they were, under the Theodosian Code. 
exempt from certain taxes. 

Byzantine artists travelled to Cordova 
and Damascus, where they worked for 
Christian and Mohammedan masters. and 
in all probability the use of stained glass 
m sSynmagogues is derived directly of 
indirectly from them. ; 


The whole art of making glass win- 
dows throughout the world scems to 
have been inspired by Byzantium. and 


this inspiration seems to have — been 
diflused in two waves. In the sixth cen- 
tury the influence seems to have spread 
mainly to Persia and Egypt. and in the 
ienth century, with the revival of Byzan- 
line power, the main diffusion seems to 
have been throughout Europe The 
Byzantine Empire was a Christian one 
and its art a Christian art.: It follows 
that the art of stained-glass windows is, 
as the Bishop said, historically wholly 
Christian. 

It is truce, of course. that. as your 
correspondent poms out, there are 
several beautiful siained-glass windows in 
old synagogues, but probably none is as 
old. as that in ancient churches, as. for 
example, Augsburg Cathedral, the win- 
dows of which are believed to go back 
to the end of the tenth or beginning of 
the cleventh century 

It has been said that the Jews were 
from very early tumes occupied in produc- 
ing coloured glass. but. as far as one 
can tell. their working was used rather 
in the manufacture of jewellery than for 
the making of stained-glass windows.

DRAMA FESTIVAL 


Praise and Criticism by 
Adjudicator

Three Jewish societies participated 
in the London Division of the Eastern 
section of the British Drama League's 
Festival, held last week at the Rudolf 
Steiner Theatre, Park Road, N.W.1.

ATTRACTING OLIM FROM BRITAIN 


Plans for Intensified Campaign

Agency at the Anglo-Istaeli Club, 
London, W.!. London and provincial 
representatives of organisations 
interested in aliya were present, 

Sncaking in Yiddish, Mr. S. Z 
Shragai, head of the Jewish Agency 
Immigration Department, said that. he 
had come to. this country to find out 
what had been done to promote the em.- 
gration to Israel of British Jews. There 
had not really been an altya to Israci in 
1953 for, although 10,000 immigrants had 
entered the country, 8,000 others had Ictt 

More people had come to Israel from 
Briain during the Arab-Jewish War than 
after hhostihves had ceased. He was 
certain thai, if Jews were prepared to go 
to Israel in periods of. crisis. they could 
he persuaded to emigrate when conditions 
were comparatively normal, 


Colonising the Frontiers 


Ihey had been offered peace. he went 
on, at the price of the Negev and 
Galilee. Their best answer was to colo- 
nise those areas and to establish new 
sctiiements all along the frontiers so that 
border incidents and the activities of 
infiltrators could be prevented. 

lhere could be no Zionism without 
aliva, added Mr. Shragai. While Israel 
was preparing to accept people from 
countries which might later ban Jewish 
emigration, aliya from those States was 
impossible™without a simultaneous enirs 
of Jews from Western Europe. tt was 
essential to have chalutzic aliva from the 
Western countries. 

Dr. S. Levenberg, who presided. sa‘d 
the conference, convened to determine 
future policy on aliya, might be a 
turning-point in British Zionism. British

new tendency, that of creating a living 
link with Israel through immigration 
Zionists here should put aliya in the 
forefront of thew activities 

Since the creation of Israel, he added.

Immigrants was at present chalutzim. and 
they had managed to ensure a consiant 
flow of those people to the Jewish State.

HEBREW TEACHERS’ 
SALARIES 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A memorandum on i Hebrew 
teachers’ salary scales has been sub- 
mitted to the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education by the National 
Union of Hebrew Teachers. 

The memorandum points out that since 
1946. when the Union negotiated = 
the London Board the first salary scale 
for Hebrew teachers, the official cost- 
of-living mdex has risen by about 45 per 
cent, while the only increase in Hebrew 
teachers’ salaries (granted in 1951) has 
averaged only 10 per cent. 

The failure of Hebrew teachers’ salary 
scales to keep pace with the cost of 
living, the memorandum continues, has 
led to “widespread dissatisfaction 
among Hebrew teachers, with the result 
that some have been compelled to leave 


the while recruiment of 
qualified teachers * has slumped 
alarmingly.” This. the memorandum 


emphasises, “ consiitutes a grave danger 
to the future of Jewish education in this

Faces in the Crowd: Individual 
Studies in Character and Politics. By

Gallup polls and allied statistical 
studies of public opimion have proved 
their value in giving indicators of 
social attitudes without reference to 
the individuals who make up the 
trend. We know the Yes, the No, 
and the doubtful in mass figures. How 
individual members of a society think 


and act--what factors determine their 
views, cannot be known by such 
polls. It is therefore of importance 


to sociologists to discover what sort 
of persons go to make up a public 
opinion. The technique of the inter- 
view has become a highly developed 
machine for detaching qualities in 
persons, not only sorting them for *] 
given vocation or social réle, but dis- 
temperamental back- 
ground and contemporary influences 
which have made them what they are 
and determine what they might do in 
a given social situation. 

A group of American sociologists 
have in recent years attacked the 
problem of social réles in the light of 
the deeper mechanisms of the mind 
[his has produced a kind of blue- 
print for a future Social Psychiatry 
The author places persons within 
three interesting action patterns——the 
“tradition directed.” the inner 
directed.” and the “ outer directed.” 
the first represents those forces in a 
long historical tradition which deter- 
mine the opinions. defences, ‘and 
actions of people. The second repre- 
sents those governed by their inner 
needs, defence, and aspirations which 


have been laboriously disclosed by 
psycho-analysis Ihe third covers 
those persons who are influenced 


essentially by the milieu, the local 
social pressures, and the fluctuating 
forces of public opinion and crisis 


American Scene 


With these frames of reference in 
mind, the author approaches a large 
number of persons of varying ages. 
social status, and racial tradition : and 
he has certainly raised the curtain on 
personality as it expresses itself in the 
complex and highly plastic American 
scene. Although addressed to a wide 
educated audience. his _ . technique 
derives from modern sociology and 
psychology, and in that measure it will 
be difficult to follow easily except by 


the mformed reader. Nevertheless. 
the “case studies” emerge fairly 
vividly as persons, and yet as persons 


they jump out of the ideological 
frames in which he has placed.them. 
and his efforts to form an amalgam 
of sociology and psycho-analy sis is not 
so much unconvincing as raw and 
undeveloped. 

Many basic assumptions must be 
accepted before his conclusions are 
accepted Ihe distinction between 
tradition and inner directed types can- 
not be convincing without more com- 
prehensive data: although his studies 
are detailed overall. For example. 
both Negro and Jewish characters do 
not disclose the subile pRcesses at 
work in each, and this « probably 
due to the fact that Professor Riesman 
is limited by his interview techniques 
or does not wish in the present state 
of American socio-political — flux 
to raise issues Whach are controversial, 
Nevertheless, this is an important

He calls them “Jewish ” 
philosophers and his intention is to 
show that their philosophy led them 
to accept Christianity. This is his 
first mnustake, Ihe philosophy of 
these writers is not Jewish philo- 
sophy. Bergsons philosophy ol 
evolution, Reinach’s logical analysis 
of the Christian dogma. Landsberg 's 
exposition of the Middle Ages. 
Scheler's interpretation of Nietzsche, 
Picard’s essays on physiognomy, and 
Edith Stein's mysticism are all related 
to Western philosophy. 

Then Father Ocsterreicher makes a 
second mistake: Jews in the world of 
letters sometimes adopt the’ phrase- 
ology of the New Testament of the 
Christian dogma, from what may seem 
to be condescension but what 1s in 
fact a charitable or at least a polite 
form of speaking the language of the 
Christian. When Husserl refers to the 
message of atonement, he does it. for 
the sake of his Christian nurse. in 
reference to Good Friday. This does 
not prove, as Father Odcesterreicher 
thinks, that Husser! has adopted the 
meaning which a Christian connects 
with Good Friday. Husser!, whom 
his Christian admirers nicknamed 
“the rabbr.” regarded his baptism, in 
the way of Heine, as a formality in 
the interest of his career. To some- 
body who saw him in the unrversity 
library reading Kierkegaard, he said 
“| understand everything. except his 
reference to the paradox. 1s 
exactiy the poimt that proves that 
Husserl was not a Christian. 


prooted Philosophers 


Bergson, Reinach, and Landsberg 
never entered the church they knew 
nothing of Judaism and used as 
thinkers the existing mould. of 
Christian phraseology Scheler, son 
of a Jewish mother and a non-Jewish 
father who for the sake of marriage 
had adopted Judaism, is least fil to 
serve Father Ocsterreicher’s purpose : 
in the final stage of his restless career 
as a philosophical writer, Scheles 
turned to a kind of Buddhism of the 
Schopenhauer type. Edith Stein. 
Husserl’s secretary, must also be seen 
as a case of the psychological break 
down of an unmarried professiona! 
woman who had nothing left after 
losing her intellectual work: she 
became a mystic, infatuated with 
Christian poetry, more than Christian 
dogma would in fact allow 

The only one who is the convert 
for whom Father Oecesterreicher looks. 
is Max Picard. To the others Father 
Ocsterreicher is unfair in an impor 
tant point. He entirely ignores ther 
spec ific tragedy. These assimilated Jews 
of the Hitlerite era were forced by 
the catastrophe of their times to look 
for a rehgious consolation and inter- 
pretation, but knew nothing. of 
Judaism. Not only were “ walls not 
crumbling. tt is amazing how strong 
their foundation in the Jewish past 
still was. Qdcesterreicher ss book could 
be written entirely differently : these 
five Jews and this one Jewess—of 
Picard, I do not wish to speak—we: 
victims of an evil era, they were suf 
fering and they did not know where 
to turn. They did not turn to where 
Father O6csterreicher thinks they did

ISRAELI-SYRIAN BORDER TENSION 
Boats Attacked on Lake Tiberias

JERUSALEM 
Trouble has flared up along the 
Israeli-Syrian border following attacks 
on Israeli fishing boats on Lake 
Tiberias. 


The first incident occurred last week, 
when two vessels were fired on from 
Syrian positions: police boats escorting 
the fishing vessels returned the fire. The 
Israeli ships were hit several times. 

Isracli fishing vessels and patrol boats 
were again attacked on Monday, two 
ships being hit and three policemen 
wounded. The fire was returned. 

Two Syrian military aircraft later 
violated Isracli territory by flying over 
Lake Tiberias. 

The second attack on fishing boats 
occurred while the Mixed Armistice

Articles establishing: machinery for 
reporting progress by member-States on 
the draft Covenant on Social. Economic. 
and Cultura] Rights, have been adopted 
by the U.N. Human Rights Commission, 
now im session here 

The Articles, intended to assist the 
implementation of the Covenant, 
empower the Economic and Social 
Council (Ecosoc) to decide whether pro- 
gress reports from member-nations 
should be submitted to the Human 
Rights Commission On this matter, 
Ecosoc may by-pass even the U.N, 
General Assembly. 

Progress reporis will also be submitted 
by Governments in connection with the 
Covenant on Civil and Political. Rights, 
though Britain, Belgium, and __ the 
Communist States opposed this scheme. 


Mr. M Moskowiiz (Consultative 
Council of Jewish Organisations) told the 
Commission this week that. because of 
the possibility of “a conspiracy of 
Silence among States " in connection with 
violations of human rights. it was essen- 
tial that the proposed Covenants give 
individuals the right of petition. 

In a blunt statemen; he told the dele- 
gates that the Covenants would be incom- 
plete if they failed to recognise the new 
relationships between the individual and 
the international community. 

His statement was made after the Com- 
mission had defeated an attempt by the 
Chairman, Dr. Mahmoud Azmi (Egypt). 
to shelve discussion of this question. The 
Uruguayan delegate made a strong plea 
for the restoration of the clause granting 
individuals the right of petition, and 
renewed his demand for the appointment 
of a High Commissioner for Human 
Righis to implement the Covenants.
